It is my privilege to discuss with you 
this afternoon the dental program of the 
Veterans Administration. Furthermore, it 
isa pleasure to have an opportunity to 
acquaint you with the changes effected in 
the dental service and plans for the fu- 
ture, made possible by the passage on 
January 3, 1946 of Public Law No. 293, 
79th Congress, establishing the Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery in the 
Veterans Administration. As a result of 
this legislation and under the disting- 
tished leadership of Dr. Paul R. Hawley, 
Chief Medical Director, the Department 
of Medicine and Surgery has surged 
thead to provide greatly improved dental 
and medical care for veterans. Dr. Haw- 
ley has requested that I convey his greet- 
ings to you and express his appreciation 
for your invitation to present this paper. 

It is my purpose this afternoon to pre- 
sent in some detail the various plans 
which are underway to improve the qual- 
ity of dental care in the VA and also 
to outline the actual progress which has 
been made since the passage of Public 
law No. 293 one year ago. 


Organizational Set-Up and Anticipated 
Work Load 

The Department of Medicine and 

Surgery authorized by Public Law No. 

293, 79th Congress, includes the office 
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of the Chief Medical Director, the Medi- 
cal Service, the Dental Service, the Nurs- 
ing Service, and the Auxiliary Service. In 
the administration of this Department, 
the Chief Medical Director may desig- 
nate to assist him, one Deputy Medical 
Director and not to exceed eight Assist- 
ant Medical Directors, one of whom is 
a qualified doctor of dental surgery. The 
Chief Medical Director is directly re- 
sponsible to the Administrator of Vete- 
rans Affairs for the conduct of the de- 
partment. The Assistant Medical Director 
for Dental Service, in turn, is directly 
responsible to the Chief Medical Di- 
rector for the operations of the dental 
service. 


There has been set up in the office of 
the Assistant Medical Director for Dental 
Service, three divisions: (1) Research 
and Training Division, (2) In-Patient 
Operations Division, and (3) Out-Pa- 
tient Operations Division. The Central 
office organization provides only for gen- 
eral policy making and over-all planning 
and supervision, At the time of the ap- 
pointment of General Omar N. Bradley, 
as Administrator of Veterans Affairs, all 
of the diversified functions of the or- 
ganization were administered from Wash- 
ington. General Bradley found it im- 
practicable to administer the constantly 
expanding activities of the agency from 
a central office. He, therefore, decentral- 
ized general administrative and opera- 
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tional control to thirteen branch offices 
throughout the country. These branch of- 
fice areas are substantially the same as 
the thirteen United States Civil Service 
Districts. Branch Offices are under the 
direction of deputy administrators and 
include the following organizational 
groupings: Coordination and Planning; 
Public Relations; Legal, Contact and 
Administrative Services; Finance; Person- 
nel; Special Services; Vocational Rehabil- 
itation and Education; Claims and Ad- 
judication; Insurance; Medical; Con- 
struction, Supply, and Real Estate. Medi- 
cal activities are in charge of a branch 
medical director with dental activities be- 
ing administered by a chief, dental divi- 
sion, directly responsible to the branch 
medical director, on all matters pertaining 
to the dental care of veterans. Branch 
office areas comprise one or more states. 
For example, the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania is in Branch Office No. 3 
area, which includes the states of Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey and Delaware. Each 
branch area is sub-divided into regional 
office areas, which usually cover an entire 
state. In some instances, however, a state 
may be divided into several regional 
areas, as is true in the case of Pennsyl- 
vania, with regional offices located at 
Philadelphia, Wilkes-Barre and Pitts- 
burgh. Sub-regional offices operate in the 
major cities located in a regional office 
area, and are under the jurisdiction of 
the parent regional office. Pennsylvania 
sub-regional offices are located at Erie, 
Johnstown, Harrisburg, Williamsport, 
Scranton and Reading. 

The chief, dental division of a branch 
office, in addition to exercising general 
responsibility in all matters pertaining 
to the dental care of veterans, is directly 
responsible for the successful operation 
of dental clinics located in Veterans Ad- 
ministration hospitals, regional and sub- 
regional offices and for the administra- 
tion and supervision of out-patient déntal 
treatment authorized to participating den- 


tists on a fee basis. The Veterans Adminé 
stration now operates hospitals in P 
sylvania at Coatesville, Aspinwall, 
Butler. A VA hospital is nearing com 
tion at Lebanon and new hospitals at 
projected for Altoona, Erie, Harri 
Pittsburgh, Wilkes-Barre and Phil 
phia. The position of chief of dental di 
vision in a branch office is one of the im 
portant key positions in the Service, > 
the professional qualifications and 
ministrative ability of dentists so assigned 
are very important factors in securing 
and maintaining the highest professi 
and personal relations not only with dem 
tists and dental societies, but in order t 
attract to the VA service dentists of 
average ability. The careful selection 
new dentists for employment is partiae 
larly important for the VA is pledged 
to provide a superior dental service for 
veterans in VA clinics. Rapid increase if 
the professional load has caused corres 
ponding increase in the number of full 
time dentists on duty. There has been 
an increase in the number of full-tim 
dentists from an average of 180 to 19 
prior to the close of World War Il, 
a total of 886 on January 29,1947. ~ 
You will see from the organizationi 
set-up just stated that general admit 
stration and supervision of dental 
ties operates at the branch office 
while only general policy making 
planning, and over-all supervision 
mains in Washington.

I would like at this time, to di 
briefly the problems faced by the Dent 
Service at the close of World War 
Immediately prior thereto, the V: 
Administration operated 94 hospitals 
cated throughout the continental li 
of the United States. The bed ca 
of these hospitals was slightly in 
of 74,000, with an additional 15,00 
beds devoted to the care of domiciliayy 
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members. By December 31, 1946, the 
Veterans Administration was operating 
a total of 122 hospitals with a total of 
106,500 authorized beds. It is interesting 
to note that at the end of 1946, approxi- 
mately 36 percent of hospitalized Vete- 
rans Administration beneficiaries were re- 
ceiving treatment for general medical and 
surgical disorders, 53 percent for neuro- 
psychiatric disorders, and 11 percent for 
the treatment of tuberculosis. Present con- 
struction plans provide for expansion in 
the number of hospital beds to 140,000 
and it is estimated that by 1965 a total 
of 250,000 hospital beds will be re- 
quired. At the beginning of World War 
Il, there were only two out-patient den- 
tal clinics in operation, for, as was ex- 
pected, veterans of World War I, eligible 
to receive out-patient dental treatment, 
had decreased to a very small number. 
At the present time, approximately one- 
hundred out-patient dental clinics are 
in operation. 

The number of veterans potentially eli- 
gible to receive dental care is approxi- 
mately 20 million men and women. Six- 
teen million of these are veterans of 
World War II, the remaining 4 million 
being veterans of World War I and other 
wars. It is possible, that, of this total, 
approximately one-half will eventually 
receive dental treatment as beneficiaries of 
the Veterans Administration, either in 
hospitals or out-patient clinics, or as pa- 
tients of participating dentists on a fee 
basis. 

Basic Laws and Regulations 

The basic laws and regulations gov- 
ting dental care have not been changed 
materially since they were enacted origi- 


tally, following World War I. The ex- ° 


isting laws, and the regulations interpret- 
ing the laws provide that dental treatment 
will be furnished to the following classi- 
fications of veterans: 

1. Those having a service-connected 
dental disability. 
2. Those having a dental condition 
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not service-connected, but medically de- 
termined to be aggravating an associated 
systemic medical disorder. 

3. Those receiving domiciliary care in 
VA Homes. 

4. Those pursuing an authorized 
course of vocational training for a service 
connected disability under Public Law 
No. 16, 78th Congress, and whose train- 
ing would be interrupted by failure to 
provide dental care. 

Dental care in all of these four cate- 
gories may be furnished veterans while 
they are patients in hospitals, and mem- 
bers in homes. However, veterans may 
only receive out-patient dental care (1) 
for service-connected dental disabilities, 
(2) as adjunct to a service-connected 
medical disability, (3) when training un- 
der Public Act 16 would be interferred 
with. Regulations governing the estab- 
lishment of service connection for dental 
conditions, provide that dental disabili- 
ties, shown to be existent within one year 
after discharge, may be presumed to be 
service-connected, unless service records 
show that such conditions were present 
at time of enlistment. Under this regula- 
tory presumption, the veterans must have 
served at least six months of continuous 
military service during war time. It is de- 
sired to emphasize that under present 
laws dental treatment is not extended to 
members of veterans’ families, or to 
veterans receiving education or training 
under Public Law 346, 78th Congress, 
commonly called the GI Bill, except as 
they may qualify, as veterans seeking den- 
tal benefits in the usual manner. If they 
have no service connected disability, they 
are only entitled to such out-patient treat- 
ment as may be provided by the school 
or college they are attending, as part of 
their tuition fee. 

Hospital Dental Service 

The Hospital Dental Service of the VA 
is being completely reorganized, and a 
new manual of hospital procedure will 
be issued very shortly. With the issuance 


of this manual, the following recom- 


mended dental objectives will have been 
accomplished : 


(1) A Hospital Dental Service meet- 
ing the basic standards of hospital dental 
service as prepared by the Committee on 
Hospital Dental Service of the American 
Dental Association and approved by that 
organization and by the American Hos- 
pital Association. 


(2) Recognition that adequate dental 
care is an important health measure and 
that the field of preventative dentistry 
should be recognized by providing that 
all hospitalized veterans are eligible for 
dental treatment concurrently with their 
medical treatment. 


Priority classification is planned for 
hospital patients that is based on the 
relationship of the dental condition to 
the medical disability, the physical ca- 
pacity of the patient to receive the indi- 
cated dental treatment and the length of 
the patient's anticipated sojourn in the 
hospital, The Dental Service in a VA 
hospital will operate as a major service 
of the hospital under the chief of the 
professional services. The Dental Serv- 
ice will be in the charge of a chief of 
dental service and will include 3 sec- 
tions: (1) Operative Section, (2) Pros- 
thetic Section, (3) Oral Surgery Section. 
In many of the hospitals now in opera- 
tion, the dental clinic, built to care for the 
original patient capacity, has become in- 
adequate and with the expansion of bed 
capacity, alterations in the physical set- 
up of the dental clinics have been neces- 
sary. Complete replanning has been done 
for dental clinics in the 76 new hospitals 


to be constructed. In VA hospital clinics,. 


ratios of dentists to patients have been 
set as follows: In General Medical and 
Surgical and Tuberculosis Hospitals, the 
ratio is one dentist to 250 patients. In 
Neuropsychiatric Hospitals and Domi- 
ciliary Homes, one dentist to 500 pa- 
tients or members. 


Dental Residency Program : 

The Dental Residency Program was, 
first suggested by Dr. Hawley during @ 
conference with a committee from the 


American Dental Association in Novem 
ber, 1945. In March, 1946, the American 
Association of Dental Schools appointed 
a committee to work with the Den 
Service of the VA in planning a Dall 
Residency Program. The members of this 
committee, which includes Dean Tim 
mons, have been appointed as consultants 
to the Dental Service and have been of 
the greatest assistance in planning this 
program. The Dental Residency Program 
received final approval on January 10, 
1947, and current plans provide that pilot 
programs will be initiated during the 
current year in VA hospitals, where fa 
cilities are available, and where the deans 
of approved dental schools nearby are 
willing and able to cooperate in the pro 
gram planning and supervision. 
Residencies will be offered in perio 
dontia, prosthodontia, and oral sur, 
Each of the courses will include work 
dental radiography, oral diagnoses, dem 
tal medicine and general dentistry. The 
Dental Residency curriculums will be 
planned to provide whatever training # 
deemed necessary by the responsible 
American Specialty Boards to qualify the 
residents as specialists. These will include 
instructions in the basic sciences, both at 
the dental schools and at the hospital 
laboratories. Dental residents, in addition, 
will receive the benefit of all teaching 
facilities in the hospital, such as seminafs, 
lectures, pertinent staff and clinical com 
ferences, tumor clinics, ward rounds, ate 
topsies, operating rooms, laboratories, and 
visual education aids. 4 
The program will be initiated by 
selection of a Dental Residency Com 
tee which includes the Dean of the d 
school as chairman; any desired n 
of dental faculty members of p 
sorial rank; and a member of the 
medical “Deans Committee.” 
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Applications for dental residencies 
wil be referred to the Dental Residency 
Gmmittee which, following its review, 
wil send recommendations to the hos- 
pital manager for action. 

Only those applicants will be recom- 
mnded for appointment, who are: (1) 
Gitizens of the United States; (2) Grad- 
utes of schools of dentistry which are 
m the approved dental school list pub- 
lished by the Council on Dental Educa- 
jon, American Dental Association for 
the years in which the course of study 
it the dental schools was completed by 
the applicant; (3) who possess pre-dental 
id dental records, and, professional ex- 
petience where applicable, that indicate 
their capacity to profit from post-graduate 
instruction. 

Resident appointments will be made 
for a three year period or for that frac- 
tion thereof required to complete the 
prescribed course. Appointments will be 
made in one of three grades: Junior 
Dental Resident, Intermediate Dental 
lesident, and Senior Dental Resident, as 
meommended by the Dental Residency 
(ommittee. 

Until January 3, 1949, all dental resi- 
dots, who, as veterans of World War 
I, have rendered active service as den- 
lists in the armed forces of the United 
Mates, because of their experience and 
the fact that their services will prove 
more valuable to the VA, will be paid 
3300 per annum. If they live on the 
tation, the cost of quarters, subsistence 
ad laundry will be deducted from this 
amount. 
Non-veterans will receive the custom- 
uty pay given to dental residents in lo- 
al civilian hospitals with a maximum 
yearly salary of $675.00 during Junior 
Residence; $1,012.50 during Intermedi- 
ite Residency; and $1350 during Senior 
Residency. In addition to this salary, the 
tesident will be furnished quarters, sub- 
‘istence and laundry. In event the resi- 
cent is not required to live on the sta- 


tion or quarters are not available, he will 
be paid an allowance equivalent to the 
maximum charge for quarters, subsist- 
ence and laundry. 

Upon completion of the course, the 
resident may be offered and accept ap- 
pointment in the Department of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, or he may, if he so 
chooses, enter private practice. 

It is believed that it will be the first 
time in the history of the dental pro- 
fession that comprehensive specialty 
courses leading to certification by Ameri- 
can Specialty Boards will be offered, and 
that when this program is carried out 
successfully, the profession of dentistry, 
as a whole, will benefit materially. 

The VA will also benefit materially 
from the Dental Residency Program by 
bringing into its hospitals, dental teach- 
ers of outstanding professional ability 
who, in addition to the training of resi- 
dents, will render highly specialized 
service to veteran patients. Full-time VA 
staff dentists will also benefit from the 
residency training in so far as it is feas- 
ible for them to participate. This will be 
an expanding program, and we believe 
that about 23 of the 40 dental schools 
in the country will participate in the 
program within the next 2 years. When 
new VA hospitals are built in cities where 
other dental schools are located, the den- 
tal residency plan will be further ex- 
tended. 

Research and Training 

Present plans do not contemplate un- 
dertaking pure dental research in the 
immediate future. However, clinical and 
experimental research will be encour- 
aged. 

Public Law 293, 79th Congress, now 
provides that training may be given to 
5 percent of the personnel for a 90-day 
period in any one year. Present plans call 
for the establishment of a VA _ post 
graduate dental school at VA Hospital, 
(Kennedy General), Memphis, Tennes- 
see. Dental teachers of outstanding ability 
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will be employed, on a full-time basis, to 
conduct the postgraduate school. Staff 
dentists entering the school for a 90-day 
period of instruction may take one or 
several courses depending upon their 
particular needs and desires. It is an- 
ticipated the postgraduate school will 
open in the fall of 1947. 

In addition to courses of instruction 
in a VA postgraduate dental school, the 
law provides that the postgraduate cours- 
es may also be authorized for VA den- 
tists in the schools of the Army, Navy, 
Public Health Service or in civilian in- 
stitutions of learning. 

To further assist the training program, 
lecturers, clinicians or demonstrators will 
be employed at VA hospitals to instruct 
full-time staff dentists. Branch dental con- 
sultants will, likewise, be appointed for 
the same purpose. 

The provision of a continuing educa- 
tion program and postgraduate training is 
considered to be of the utmost importance 
in order to: (1) attract to the service 
young graduates of outstanding profes- 
sional ability; (2) stimulate the interests 
of the older staff dentists and thus en- 
courage them to keep abreast profession- 
ally. Through the training of residents, 
and by a program of continuous educa- 
tion and postgraduate training, the ma- 
jor objective of maintaining a superior 
Dental Service in the VA should be fa- 
cilitated. 

Under the heading of Research and 
Education, I would like to cover a pro- 
gram that is being developed by the 
Prosthetic Appliances Service of the De- 
partment of Medicine and Surgery. This 
program is headed by a dentist and covers 
the fields of plastic ocular prosthesis and 
the development of facial and body pros- 
theses. The following information on 
these fields are credited to Dr. Robert 
E. Stewart, Chief of the Ophthalmopros- 
thetic Division, Prosthetic Appliances 
Service. 

The plastic artificial eye was developed 
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concurrently by the Army and Navy du. ! 
ing World War II as a result of ne | 
cessity, for virtually all glass artificial | 
eyes were supplied by German manufac- 
turers. With the outbreak of World War 
II, this source of supply was immediately 
terminated and it became imperative that 
a substitute be developed. Following a 
great amount of research conducted by 
the Army and Navy, a plastic artificial | 
eye was developed which has proven su- | 
perior to the old type glass eye. 

Another field which had been neg- 
lected prior to World War II was in the 
development of facial and body prosthe- | |, 
sis. The Department of Medicine and | , 
Surgery of the Veterans Administration b 
has established the Prosthetic Restorations | 
Research Laboratory at the University of 
Maryland, School of Medicine, Balti- 
more, Maryland. Extensive research is 
now being carried on in the above-men- | , 
tioned field.

Early in 1946, the VA began the ac- 
tivation of its Plastic Artificial Eye Pro- | 
gram. Clinics at present are located in | 
hospitals throughout the United States | 4.

After much deliberation and investi- 
gation, decision has been reached to in- the 
clude the fabrication of plastic hands, 
noses, ears and tantalum plates in these 
clinics, It, therefore, became necessary to 
establish a training program for dental 
officers and dental technicians in these 
fields. This training will be conducted 
in the Prosthetic Restorations Research 
Laboratory with the courses under the 
direct supervision of Dr. Stewart and 
Professor Carl D. Clarke of the Univer 
sity of Maryland. This training program 
will include all techniques used in the 
fabrication of the plastic ocular p 
sis, the fabrication of seamless plastit 
artificial hands and digit prosthesis, #

type of treatment rendered at VA clinics. 
Furthermore, the VA will follow, in so 
far as it is practicable, the announced 
policy of the dental profession which 
provides for free choice of dentist by the 
patient. It is also the policy of the VA 
to appoint on a fee basis all ethically and 
professionally qualified dentists who 
wish to render dental service to veterans. 
I have been advised that approximately 
4550 participating dentists have been 
appointed in the state of Pennsylvania. 
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National Dental Fee Schedule 

The schedule of fees covering out-pa- 
tient dental treatment on a fee basis had 
not been revised to any extent since 1932, 
and the fees contained therein were com- 
pletely inadequate, rendering it practical- 
ly impossible for a veteran to obtain serv- 
ice on a fee basis. In August, 1945, the 
dental service requested the assistance of 
the American Dental Association, in es- 
tablishing a new fee schedule. Following 
a number of conferences, agreement was 
reached on an average schedule, to be 
used as a base line for the establishment 
of fee schedules at the state level, in 
keeping with the standards of living and 
dental practice in the state. Authority was 
granted to the Branch Medical Director, 
or his designate, to make adjustments in 
the basic fee schedule by agreements 
worked out with Advisory Committees 
designated by state dental societies. To 
date, agreements have been reached on 
dental fee schedules in all 48 states, the 
District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, and 
Alaska with 11 of the 48 states accepting 
without change, the recommended basic 
national fee schedule. Cooperation on the 
part of the Advisory Committee of the 
State Dental Societies has been excellent, 
and only in a few instances have fees 
been requested which were considered to 
be in excess of statewide averages. I 
would like, in this connection, to voice 
a note of warning. 

It is customary for the State Societies 
to appoint, on Advisory Committees, 
dentists of high professional attainments, 
many of whom are specialists. It is only 
natural that these members, who rightly 
command high fees in private practice, 
favor increase in the fees contained in 
the national schedule. It should be kept 
in mind, however, that the fee schedule 
set by the VA in any particular state, 
must represent a statewide average for all 
dentists, and that if it does not, there 
will be criticism directed not only against 
the Veterans Administration, but against 








the profession, for its part in framing a 
schedule representing fees higher than 
those in keeping with the standards of 
living and dental practice in the state or 
area. The general public in such an event, 
will suffer, and will probably not be hes- 
itant in voicing disapproval of a fee 
schedule, negotiated between a govern- 
mental agency and a State Dental So- 
ciety, which increases the costs of civilian 
dental care. 

It is believed that you will be inter- 
ested in comparative figures of out-patient 
dental activities both at the national level 
and at the local regional office !evel. 
These comparative figures will give you 
a better insight into the tremendous in- 
crease in the volume of the out-patient 
treatment load. First, at the national 
level; for the last quarter of the calendar 
year 1945 as compared with the last 
quarter of the calendar year 1946, 

1. Applications received 1945—figures 
not available; 1946—261,357. 

2. Examinations authorized 1945 — 
17,366; 1946—214,194. Of the examina- 
tions authorized in 1945, 13,525 were in 
VA clinics and 3,841 by participating 
dentists. In 1946, 53,471 were in VA 
clinics and 160,723 by participating den- 
tists. 

3. Treatment authorized (Number of 
cases) 1945—4,892; 1946—95,641. Of 
the number of cases authorized in 1945, 
3,097 were authorized to VA clinics and 
1,795 to participating dentists. In 1946, 
13,235 were authorized to VA clinics and 
82,406 to paritcipating dentists. 

4. Value of treatment authorized 1945— 
$207,406; 1946—$6,230,833. Of the 
value of treatment authorized in 1945, 
$127,473 was authorized to VA clinics 
and $79,933 to participating dentists. In 
1946, $570,737 was authorized to VA 
clinics and $5,660,096 was authorized to 
participating dentists. 

On December 31, 1946, there were 
236,559 applications for out-patient den- 


tal treatment pending. On this same date, 
there existed a case load of 95,798 au- 
thorized dental cases of which number 
81,866 were to participating dentists. The 
value of out-patient dental treatment au- 
thorized during the month of December, 
1946 was $2,617,236; of this amount, 
$2,439,585 was authorized to participat- 
ing dentists. It should be borne in mind 
that the figures cited represent only the 
last three months of the calendar year 
1945 as compared with the last three 
months of the calendar year, 1946.

Major Objectives and Future Plans 


Our major objective is to provide a 
Dental Service to eligible veterans which 
will be second to none. I have outlined 
to you the plans and the steps taken to 
attain this objective. 


The operation of a dental program of 
this magnitude, which may eventually in- 
clude the treatment of 10 million vet- 
etans, is naturally of great interest and 
perhaps some concern to the dental pro- 
fession. We of the VA are the agents 
designated to carry out the program in 
accordance with laws passed by the Con- 
gtess, providing benefits to veterans. It 
is our desire that there be established the 
greatest cooperation between the com- 
ponent professional organization you rep- 
fesent, and your governmental agency 
that we are serving. An example of this 
cooperation was the establishment of a 
national fee schedule with the aid of the 
American Dental Association. Agreement 
as to deviations from the national sched- 
ule at the state level, when indicated, has 
been reached in all states with the coop- 
eration of designated state advisory com- 
mittees. Provision has, therefore, been 
made so that participating dentists on a 
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fee basis rendering treatment to veterans 
upon authorization of the local regional 
offices, will be assured of equitable fees. 


I would like to summarize briefly the 

developments in veterans’ dental service 
as well as those developments projected 
for the future: 
1. Recognition of the Dental Service of 
the Veterans Administration as a major 
service of the Department of Medicine 
and Surgery. Accomplished. 


2. Decentralization of administrative and 
supervisory control of operational activ- 
ities to the 13 branch offices. Accom- 
plished. 

3. Careful selection and screening of 
applicants for employment in the Dental 
Service to insure that only dentists of 
above average ability will be employed. 
Accomplished. 

4. The reorganization of the out-patient 
dental service. Accomplished. 


5. The reorganization of the hospital 
dental service. Target date for accom- 
plishment, February 15, 1947. 

6. A program of continuous education 
and training for full-time staff dentists. 
7. The approval of the Dental Residency 
Program which will provide training in 
the dental specialities and thus improve 
the care for veterans and for those of 
the general public. 

8. A continued policy of close coopera- 
tion with local, state and national dental 
societies. 

In conclusion, it is desired to em- 
phasize that we do not propose that the 
VA will build an empire of federal den- 
tistry, but that with the continued help of 
the interested committees and officers of 
organized dentistry, represented by the 
component state, district and local so- 
cieties, we will be able to carry out a 
successful program of dental care for 
veterans, which will prove to be second 
to none, and remain in keeping with the 
highest principles of American Dentistry.

Your executive secretary has sent out 
a call to all committee chairmen for their 
annual reports. It was important that he 
put a time limit on receiving them, as 
you know this was necessary to have them 
ready on time. Supplemental reports can 
be brought in later but in order to have 
the principal reports studied and _pub- 
lished for the House of Delegates they 
must be in now. It is a very busy time 
for your Executive Secretary, staff, and 
central office, it is not the age of miracles 
so please again, do your bit. 

The Board of Trustees will have their 
first call of this session on Monday, May 
5, 1947. This is your Board, the districts 
should through their Trustee present all 
items and factors they have for study so 
that they may have ample consideration.

A conference of the district officers, 
the trustees and the officers of the Penn- 
sylvania State Dental Society will be held 
during the annual sessions this coming 
May in Philadelphia. Items of general in- 
terest will be introduced and discussed. 
In view of this fact it seems entirely 
proper that a few observations concerning 
the fundamental organization of the State 
Society be made from a purely adminis- 
trative point of view. 

From its early beginnings, the chief 
functions of the Pennsylvania State Den- 
tal Society have very properly been the 
free exchange of professional knowledge, 
the fostering of adequate public health 
programs, the development of fellowship 
within the profession and the serving as 
a liaison organization with other profes- 
sions of the healing arts. In all of these 
things the progress has been steady, 
marked and gratifying. But while these 
things were being carried on, other mat- 
ters have from time to time demanded 


attention which necessitated an organiza- 
tion of an entirely different sort and the 
challenge has always been met, but not 
without a great effort and sacrifice by a 
few men who had to shoulder the brunt 
of the work -because of the very nature 
of the organization. Some changes for 
improvement seem indicated. 

By way of explanation and example 
let us consider two recent programs which 
involved the assembling and dissemina- 
tion of facts, the working in harmony 
with a government agency and a great 
amount of purely clerical work which 
necessitated close supervision by a busy 
dentist who was trying to carry on a pri- 
vate practice: the war time dental officer 
procurement program and the peace time 
Veterans Administration Dental Program. 
Shall we examine the latter in some de- 
tail with an objective eye toward admin- 
istrative improvement? 

The very inception of the cooperation 
with the Veterans Administration re- 
quired a committee to work out a fee 
schedule and to generally agree on the 
mechanics of the program. This was done 
very efficiently by a representative com- 
mittee and the program was launched. 
And the administrative troubles began. 

The nature of any federal program re- 
quiring the payment of money from pub- 
lic funds to persons who have performed 
services for the government is such that 
many rules are made to govern the trans- 
action. The work must be properly done, 
in accordance with certain pre-determined 
standards, in a certain time, for a certain 
group of people and to a degree in a 
certain manner. To regiment a program

of this size was a tremendous job yet the 
bulk of the professional judgments, the 
answering of hundreds of phone calls, 
the making of many decisions and the 
performance of many other details be- 
came the job of one dentist, in private 
practice in spite of all the clerical help 
the central office could possibly do to 
make his job easier. 

Can this be avoided? The answer is: 
yes, to a great degree but not without an 
honest analysis of our administrative or- 
ganization and not without taking some 
very definite steps to effect the changes 
that the analysis demands. 

And further, on the matter of inte- 
gtating the work of certain important and 
active committees with the programs of 
the Districts, there is a real need for a 
complete revision of the present setup. 
A meeting of the Council on Dental 
Health, the Legislative Committee, the 
Insurance Committee or of any other 


committee or council under the present 
system of reporting back to Districts can 
never be fully effective. And this is not 
the fault of the members of the Coun- 
cil or committee. This is an inherent 
fault of members of the organization 
which does not give a committee an early 
opportunity nor an adequate one to bring 
his message to his District. 

At the coming conference of the offi- 
cers of the Pennsylvania State Dental So- 
ciety we will have an execllent oppor- 
tunity really to give these problems some 
honest consideration and each officer 
would be making a real contribution to 
his district and State Society if he were 
to come to the conference prepared to 
consider these things in the light of his 
own district. Until this is done we must 
be prepared to face the fact that the pres- 
ent organization is quite inadequate 
where a closely knit and carefully coor- 
dinated program is required.

tal Examiners for the state of New Jersey. 

The Chapter officers for the coming

Prior to the holidays, Miss Mildred B. 
Hug, R.N., was appointed Nurse-Anes- 
thetist in the Department of Oral Sur- 
gery. In February, Mrs. Rozella M. Fin- 
nerty, R.N., resigned and Mrs. Sara Ger- 
lach, R.N., has been appointed as her 
successor. Both Miss Hug and Mrs. Ger- 
lach are graduates of the Lankenau Hos- 
pital Nurses’ Training School and have 
had additional experience and training 
in Oral Surgery with Dr. James R. Cam- 
eron at the Pennsylvania Hospital. 


It might be of interest, particularly to 
more recent graduates to know that the 
system of grading in the clinics has been 
changed and that under the present sys- 
tem, the clinic grades are to be announced 
three times during each semester with a 
final clinical grade at the close of each 
semester which is representative of clin- 
ical practice in all the departments. These 
new clinical grades are arrived at by a 
combination of marks given by each 
member of the faculty who does clinical 
teaching and are given for the quality 
of practice, for professional conduct and 
for the quantity achieved. It is antici- 
pated that by this means, a more repre- 
sentative clinical grade may be arrived at. 


It seems that each month this corres- 
pondent is “happy to report that very 
gratifying progress is being made in the 
tefurbishing of our new building.” We 
might say that we are happy tobe able 
to restate such optimistic reports again 
this month and if the present rate of 
progress continues, there will be no doubt 
about our beginning the fall term there. 

The fourth floor is virtually completed 
with all but a very few partitions re- 
maining to be placed. The wails and ceil- 
ings have been painted and the class 
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rooms on this floor are being temporarily 
utilized by the Technical Division of the 
University. The lecture rooms and lab- 
oratories on the third floor, which will 
be the floor on which the technical and 
biological laboratories are located as well 
as the class rooms, is progressing quite 
satisfactorily. This floor had at one time 
been equipped with a constant humidity- 
temperature apparatus during the war 
years when delicate manufacturing proc- 
esses were carried on in this area. As a 
necessary part of this air conditioning 
process, all the windows had been 
bricked-in by a false wall which had been 
built-up on the inside. This wall is now 
being removed and the windows are 
again being exposed. Many new parti- 
tions are being built in and the balance 
of them are being located. Plumbing, gas, 
air and electric services are being installed 
simultaneously on all floors and the 
forced air ventilation system is rapidly 
being installed. Some parts of the build- 
ing are to be ventilated individually be- 
cause of the nature of the activities in 
these areas: for example, the laboratory 
for General Anatomy will have its own 
individual system which will not be con- 
nected with the general system; the burn- 
out and casting room on the third floor 
will likewise be individually ventilated. 

The services for the many dental units 
which will be located on the second floor, 
which is the clinical floor, are being in- 
stalled and equipment is being prepared 
now for installation. Partitions for the 
separate clinics such as Oral Surgery, 
Oral Diagnosis, Pedodontia, etc., are be- 
ing installed and the rough forms for the 
elevated surgical amphitheaters have been 
placed. 

On the first floor, the Library has been 
partitioned and one may now see the 
spaciousness of the Library Reading 
Room. The ceilings and walls on this first 
floor are of such height as to make pos- 
sible the construction of a mezzanine in 
the stack room and thus afford the op- 


portunity of utilizing the entire wall 
space from floor to ceiling for the storage 
of books. This stack room alone will 
house 40,000 volumes. In addition to this 
room, there will be, across the corridor 
from the Librarian’s Office, an additional 
room assigned to the Library for dead 
storage space. It has been reported that 
before long, the exterior of the first 
floor will undergo alterations with the in- 
stallation of above-eye-level windows 
along Broad Street and the addition on 
the south side of the building of a sepa- 
rate patient's entrance.

The inspection of the oral 
cavity likewise shows typical signs of 
bleeding or ulcers, pallor to the mucosa, 
tongue texture, acetone breath, and ab- 
normal pigmentation. These, plus many 
other oral manifestations, are of the ut- 
most importance when recognized. Such 
a recognition and its general interpreta- 
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service the dental diagnosis may render 
his patients.
